S.O. 27l fE)'—Whercus hy ihe Oulcr of ihc Cio\ci'nment 
of India in the Ministry of Industry (DcPJi tment of Industrial 
Development) No. S.O, 708(E), dated the 19th September, 1981 
issued under section 18AA of the Industries (Dev lopment, and 
Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Government 
has authorised the Orissa State Textile Corporation Limited, 
Cuttaok, Orissa to take over the manrgcnient of the industrial 
undertaking known as Messrs Orissa Textile Mills Limited, 
ChOwdwar, District, CutUck, Orissa (hcreiwrfter leferrcd to as 
the said industrial imdertf king) foi the period specified therein; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the )t"vcrs conferred by sub¬ 
section (2) of section 18E of the said acl, the Central Govrmmcnf 
hereby specifies in the Schedule annexed heicfo the 
exceptions, restiiclions and limitations subject to 
.which the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956), shall continue to 
apply to the said industrial undertaking in the same m.anncr as 
it applied thereto before the issue of the Order under Section 
18AA.

Section 169 Piovivions of this section shill not apply 

to the said industrial urdertaking. 

Section 210(1) Provision of this sub-,section shall not 

apply to ihcsaid iiidustiial undertaking. 
It sh,all however, file its statutory re¬ 
turns and balance sheets with the 
Registrar of Companies. The exemp¬ 
tion will not alTcct the provisions of 
section 159(1) of the Companies Act, 
1956. 

Section 217 Provision of this section shall 

not apply to the >aid industrial under- 
t.iking, 

Section 224. Provision of this section shall not apply 

to the said industrial undertaking sub¬ 
ject to the condition that the auditor 
shall bo appointed by the Central 
Government. 

Section 225 Piovision of this section shall not apply 

to the said iridustii.il undertaking sub¬ 
ject to the condition that the auditor 
shall be appointed by the Central 
Government. 

Section 239(1) (d) Provision of this sub-section shall not 
apply to the said industrial under¬ 
taking. 

Section 294 Provision of this section shall not apply 

to the Said industrial undertaking. 

The period of exemption in .ill cases will terminate when the 

Company ceases to be managed by the Central Government 

under the provisions of the Industries (Development and Regu¬ 
lation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951.)
